Webster School Report. 


During the past year six schools, aggregating one hun- 
dred and sixty-nine weeks, have been maintained. Num- 
ber of pupils registered, seventy, which included thirty- 
seven boys, and thirty-three girls. Per cent. of atten- 
dance, ninety. Number of visits by parents and friends, 
two hundred and twenty-seven. Number by members of 
School Committee, fifty-nine. According to Enumera- 
tion Cards there were Sept. 1, seventy-two children in 
town between five and sixteen years of age. Two scholars 
at White Plain were tuition scholars at Schoodac, in War- 
ner, during the fall and winter terms. 

On account of sickness some of our schools were closed 
a little earlier than was arranged. In nearly all schools 
we succeeded in securing teachers of more or less experi- 
ence, and in visiting the schools, we have found very 
much more to commend, than to censure. We believe all 
the teachers have labored faithfully and have accom- 
plished as much as possible, under the circumstances sur- 
rounding them. Near the close of the winter term the 
attendance in most of the schools was not as good as it 
should have been, although sickness in some cases was 
the cause. 

It is to be regtreted that so many cases of absences, tar- 
dinesses, and dismissals, are found in the registers every 
year. | 

We believe it lies within the power of parents and 
guardians by co-operating with the teachers to make our 
schools of more value. 

High School Dictionaries have béen ‘placed Gieweal 
schools. The Heath Fifth Reader has been substituted 
for the Normal Fifth, resulting in an increased interest 
in reading.

New Primers have been introduced in one school for 
supplementary work, while Music Books have been sup- 
plied another. 

The Outline Maps purchased last year have been paid 
for in full. ;
